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Vaad  Ha’Ir  holds 
62nd  Annual  Meeting 


It  was  an  occasion  described  as  “the  returning 
of  the  hearts  of  the  children  unto  their  parents”. 

In  delivering  the  Invocation  to  the  62nd 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Jewish  Community  Coun- 
cil of  Ottawa/Vaad  Ha’Ir  on  June  4,  Rabbi 
Reuven  Bulka  went  on  to  explain  that  two  of 
Ottawa's  leading  families,  the  Greenbergs  and 
the  Freimans,  had  once  again  come  together  in  a 
most  unique  way.  Later  that  evening,  the  Gilbert 
Greenberg  Distinguished  Service  Award  would 
be  presented  to  Issie  Landau,  whose  late  father, 
Jacob  Landau  had  accepted  the  first  award  given 
in  1980  on  behalf  of  the  Chevra  Kadisha.  This 
year’s  recipient  of  the  Freiman  Family  Young 
Leadership  Award  was  Robert  Greenberg,  the 
youngest  son  of  the  late  Gilbert  Greenberg. 

In  introducing  Robert  Greenberg,  Dr.  Bernard 
Dolansky,  chair  of  the  Selection  Committee, 
observed  that  “even  though  he  was  young, 
Greenberg  demonstrated  wisdom  beyond  his 
years,  but  because  he  was  young  he  would  have 
a lot  of  years  to  give  to  this  community". 

In  accepting  the  award,  Greenberg  paid  trib- 
ute to  his  brother.  He  noted  that  “while  it  is  prob- 
ably against  the  rules,  in  my  heart,  I will  share 
this  award  with  Roger". 

He  went  on  to  acknowledge  his  late  parents, 
Gilbert  and  Bess  Greenberg.  “[They]  are  the  rea- 
son that  I stand  before  you  tonight.  Just  as  I had 
no  control  over  their  untimely  deaths,  neither 
did  I have  control  over  my  strong  desire  to  honor 
my  parents  by  becoming  involved  in  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  community." 

In  presenting  the  Gilbert  Greenberg  Distin- 
guished Service  Award,  the  community’s  highest 
honor,  to  Issie  Landau,  Dolansky  emphasized 
two  particular  words:  “service”  has  been  there 
and  it  has  always  been  "exceptional”. 

After  Issie  Landau  accepted  the  award  from 
Robert  Greenberg,  Dr.  Michael  Landau  read  his 
father’s  speech  on  his  behalf.  Issie  Landau 
recalled  that  “some  years  ago,  it  was  the  late 
Gilbert  Greenberg  who,  amongst  others,  was 
very  instrumental  in  convincing  me  to  become 
involved  in  community  affairs”.  He  added:  “As 
you  know,  Gilbert  was  not  an  easy  person  to  say 
W to." 

On  a personal  note,  Michael  Landau  had  a 
special  message  for  his  father.  "I  pay  tribute  to 


you  tonight,  Dad,  not  so  much  for  your  commu- 
nity accomplishments,  but  for  who  you  are,  for 
what  you  stand  for,  and  for  what  you  mean  to 
every  single  person  who  knows  you.” 

Lawrence  Greenberg,  president  of  the  Vaad 
Ha’Ir,  who  also  chaired  the  evening,  issued  a 
challenge  to  the  community.  In  referring  to  the 
Capital  Campaign  currently  under  way  in 
Ottawa,  Greenberg  stated:  “We  must  remember 
that  it  is  one  thing  to  fundraise  the  capital  costs 
to  build  the  new  facilities  that  our  community 
needs;  but  there  is  an  equal  imperative  to  raise 
the  necessary  funds  in  our  annual  UJA  Cam- 
paign to  operate  these  new  facilities." 

Greenberg  urged  community  members  to 
“overcome  the  local  and  personal  difficulties,  to 
say  ‘I  care’,  and  to  commit  yourself  proudly  and 
generously  to  both  the  Capital  Campaign  and 
this  year’s  UJA  campaign.” 

Executive  Director  Stan  Urman  focussed  his 
remarks  on  the  work  of  the  Jewish  Community 
Council  and  its  image  in  the  community-at-large. 
He  expressed  concern  that  many  in  our  commu- 
nity are  not  aware  of  the  Vaad’s  accomplish- 
ments and  concluded  that  the  Vaad  had  not  ade- 
quately reported  on  all  that  it  does.  “Our  chal- 
lenge is  to  dispel  the  myths,  to  counteract  the 
misconceptions  by  putting  forward,  cogently  and 
clearly,  the  reality  of  all  the  Vaad  is  doing  and 
the  vision  of  where  we  see  our  community  5-10 
years  down  the  road." 

In  updating  the  community  on  the  progress  of 
the  Community  Development  Commission 
(CDC),  co-chair  Stephen  Greenberg  reported  that 
since  last  year’s  Annual  Meeting  “we  have 
bought  a site;  we  have  researched  and  deter- 
mined the  feasibility  of  a new  JCC;  we  have  cho- 
sen an  architect  and  developed  preliminary 
space  plans;  we  are  on  the  verge  of  submitting  an 
integrated  Senior  Services  Plan  to  the  govern- 
ment of  Ontario,  the  first  step  in  securing  provin- 
cial funding  for  a new  Hillel  Lodge;  we  have 
reached  an  agreement  in  principle  with  Beth 
Shalom  Synagogue;  and  we  have  raised  close  to 
$8.5  million. 

“Just  think,  in  just  two  short  years,  this 
Annual  Meeting,  with  a little  luck,  will  be  con- 
vened in  the  Social  Hall  of  our  new  JCC  on

Educators’  positive 
vision  of  new  campus

Enthusiasm  for  the  new  Jewish 
Community  Campus  is  running 
high  among  the  five  community 
educators  currently  sharing  facili- 
ties at  881  Broadview. 

“One  campus  means  one  big 
happy  family,"  Education  Resource 
Director  Zelaine  Shinder  says.  “A 
single  campus  means  one  stop 
shopping,  if  you  will,  giving  our 
children  a place  to  be  among  their 
own  with  their  parents  and  grand- 
parentsmearby." 

Hillel  Academy’s  Director  of 
Education  Mark  Weinberg  fully 
agrees. 

“The  whole  will  prove  to  be 
greater  than  the  sum  of  its  parts," 
Weinberg  says.  “A  campus  with 
schools,  a JCC  and  Hillel  Lodge 
side-by-side  will  offer  both  our  chil- 
dren and  the  larger  community 
endless  opportunities  for  interac- 
tion and  academic  and  recreational 
development  in  a wholly  Jewish 
atmosphere." 

Talmud  Torah  Afternoon  School 
• Principal  Doris  Bronstein  happily 
anticipates  the  day  when  all  age 
groups  can  rotate  among  all  three 
facilities,  and  foresees  commission- 
ing the  elderly,  the  young  and 
everyone  in  between  as  supportive 
resources  for  one  another. 

“We  have  a golden  opportunity 
here,”  Bronstein  says.  “A  single 
campus  working  in  partnership  to 
meet  the  needs  of  all  individuals 
in  the  community  will  give  every- 
one the  room  to  grow  physically, 
emotionally,  socially  and  intellec- 
tually.” 

With  the  introduction  of  several 
exciting  pilot  programs  in  the  plan- 
ning, Akiva  High  School  Principal 
Ayala  Schachter  is  anxiously 
awaiting  realization  of  the  commu- 
nity dream, 

“A  new  campus  will  allow  us  to 
establish  a kesher  - a bridge  - 
between  the  generations,"  she  says. 
“It  will  provide  a home  away  from 
home  for  our  children  and,  given 
proper  facilities  in  which  to  learn, 
they  will  always  feel  ‘this  is  mine, 
it  encouraged,  stimulated  and  nur- 
tured me.’" 

Ottawa  Modern  Jewish  School 
Principal,  Charna  Mittelman,  sees 
the  proximity  of  Jewish  communal 
buildings  as  a boon  for  everyone. 

“Distance  and  time  have  made 
it  a real  challenge  to  share  holiday 
times  with  Hillel  Lodge  residents," 
she  says.  "One  campus  will  make 
the  possibility  of  that  interaction  a 
reality." 

Mittelman  also  sees  the  new 
complex  as  a plus  for  carpooling 
parents. 

“Rather  than  running  off  to  fill 
in  time  until  classes  are  over,  par- 
ents will  be  able  to  make  use  of  the 
JCC  facility  while  their  children 


are  in  school,”  she  says. 

Currently  almost  850  communi- 
ty children  use  the  single  facility  at 
881  Broadview.  Of  these,  450  Hillel 
Academy  students  occupy  22  class- 
rooms Monday  to  Friday;  185 
TTAS  students  use  12  classrooms 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons 
and  Sunday  mornings;  104  Akiva 
High  students  converge  on  10 
classrooms  on  Wednesday  evenings 
and  105  OMJS  pupils  take  over 
nine  classrooms  Wednesday  after- 
noons and  Sunday  mornings. 

“Having  all  the  community 
facilities  located  literally  in  their 
back  yard,  to  have  the  JCC  and 
bubbi  and  zaide  next  door  - what 
could  be  better  for  all  parties  con- 
cerned?" Mark  Weinberg  says.

Our  Jewish  Community  in  Ottawa  is 
different,  it’s  special,  it’s  unique.  You  have 
heard,  I’m  sure,  this  sentiment  expressed 
- perhaps  in  other  words. 

What  is  it  that  makes  us  different? 
Most  would  say  the  answer  lies  in  our 
strong  sense  of  Kehiila  - “Community”. 
Somehow  we  have  managed  to  maintain 
an  intimacy  that  defies  our  growing  size. 
There  is,  however,  concern  amongst  some 
of  our  leadership  that  we  are  losing  the 
distinctiveness  that  makes  us  special. 

The  Vaad  has  embarked  upon  a course 
of  action  which  will  see  us  become  a more 
unified  community.  During  this  past  year 
we  have  established  new  and  stronger 
relationships  within  all  segments  of  our 
community. 

We’ve  expanded  the  composition  of  the 
executive,  and  for  the  first  time,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  four  main  beneficiary 
agencies,  the  Jewish  Community  Centre, 
Hillel  Academy,  Hillel  Lodge  and  Jewish 
Family  Services,  as  well  as  a representa- 
tive of  the  afternoon  schools  now  partici- 
pate in  Executive  Committee  meetings. 

Our  community  has  recognized  for 
some  time  that  our  future  success 
requires  the  involvement  of  new  leader- 
ship - particularly  young  people.  A new 
Human  Resources  Development  (HRD) 
Committee  chaired  by  Linda  Nadolny- 
Cogan  will  recruit  and  train  our  commu- 
nity’s future  leadership. 

Under  the  new  leadership  of  Jonathan 
Calof,  Josee  Posen,  and  Gerry  Levitz  the 
Community  Relations  Committee  (CRC), 
Planning  and  Priorities  (P&P),  and  Mul- 


tiple Appeals  Commit- 
tee (MAC)  respective- 
ly, have  been  rejuve- 
nated. We  expect  each 
of  these  committees  to 
have  a measurable 
effect  in  the  coming 
year. 

For  some  20  years 
our  community  has 
dreamed  of  building  a 
new  facility  housing 
our  major  beneficiary 
agencies  on  a campus 
site.  The  Community 
Development  Commit- 
tee (CDC),  so  effective- 
ly co-chaired  by 
Bemie  Dolansky  and 
Stephen  Greenberg  is  making  consider- 
able progress.  Roger  Greenberg,  chair  of 
the  Capital  Campaign  and  Associate 
Chair  Stephen  Victor  have  been  working 
most  diligently  on  the  vital  task  of  achiev- 
ing our  $13  million  goal.  I know  your  col- 
lective dedication  and  leadership  will 
result  in  the  revitalization  and  strength- 
ening of  our  community  for  years  to  come. 
A most  positive  by-product  of  the  CDC 
initiative  is  the  manner  in  which  every 
major  agency  of  our  community  has 
joined  together  playing  an  active  and 
important  role  in  the  process. 

As  a community  we  also  came  togeth- 
er in  sorrow.  Close  to  2,000  people  gath- 
ered in  a moving  memorial  service  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin.  We  joined  together  again  to  mourn

Intolerance:  A malady 
of  Jewish  spirit 


The  mournful  period  of  the  Three  Weeks 
is  upon  us  again  beginning  with  the  Fast  of  / 
the  17th  of  Tammuz  and  culminating  with  / 
the  Fast  of  the  9th  of  Av.  While  we  remem-  / 
ber  and  mourn  the  destruction  of  our  Holy  / 
Temples,  we  need  to  be  reminded  once  more  / 
of  the  cause  of  the  dismantling  of  the  Second  — 
Commonwealth  - Sinat  Chinam,  senseless 
hatred. 

With  the  exception  of  the  time  that  the 
people  of  Israel  camped  around  Mt.  Sinai  in  the 
spirit  of  brotherhood  to  receive  the  Torah,  the 
Jewish  people  have  never  experienced  true 
unity  in  the  political,  religious  and  social 
sense. 

From  the  extremes  of  internecine  warfare 
during  the  Second  Temple  period  to  the  Rabin 
assassination  of  1995,  true  unity  has  evaded 
us.  We  are  mindful  of  the  cataclysmic  events 
that  have  split  us  in  Jewish  history,  but  we  are 
doomed  to  perpetuate  the  schism  of  Sinat  Chi- 
nam when  we  fail  to  realize  that  our  daily 
actions  and  habits  contribute  to  that  phenome- 
non. 

Specifically,  we  refer  to  one  particular  char- 
acteristic that  has  pervaded  the  Jewish  scene, 
namely  a behavioral  arrogance  translated  into 
a sort  of  one-man-upmanship  contest  among 
equals. 

In  the  frum  world,  arrogance  has  grown, 
ironically,  with  an  increase  in  visible  piety, 
where  those  who  have  not  yet  reached  that 
level  are  looked  down  upon  as  second-class. 
Certain  schools  are  considered  to  be  superior  to 
others,  certain  Yeshivot  are  denigrated, 
lifestyles  are  measured  not  by  religious  content 
but  by  fabric,  color  and  length  of  sleeve. 

Kiruv,  outreach,  which  has  been  moderately 
successful,  should  turn  its  focus  inward  to 
establish  frameworks  of  proper  Midot,  proper 
behavior,  and  tolerance  for  others. 

Our  frum  schools  have  a responsibility  to 
their  students  to  teach  them  about  Ahavat 
Hareia,  the  love  and  respect  for  all  human

those  Israelis  mur- 
dered in  the  suicide 
bomb  attacks,  demon- 
strating the  inextrica- 
ble bonds  that  tie  our 
community  to  our 
brethren  in  Israel.  And 
this  week  we  mark  the 
election  of  Prime  Min- 
ister Benjamin  Netan- 
yahu. It  is  the  tradition 
of  the  organized  com- 
munities in  the  Diaspo- 
ra to  support  the  duly 
elected  government  of 
the  State  of  Israel,  and 
our  community  will

of  his  efforts.  We  wish 
him  success  in  forming,  and  leading,  a 
new  government  towards  peace  and  pros- 
perity. 

Our  community’s  priority  continues  to 
be  the  annual  UJA  Campaign.  A most  sin- 
cere debt  of  gratitude  is  extended  to  cam- 
paign chair  Dr.  Sid  Kardash  and  Women's 
Division  chair  Naomi  Lipsky  Cracower 
for  their  dedication  and  commitment  in  a 
most  difficult  year.

beings,  Jew  and  non-Jew  predicated  on  the 
Tzelem  Elokim,  the  image  of  G-d  we  all  possess. 

Our  schools  should  teach  that  our  people,  all 
of  our  people,  Lave  in  the  words  of  the  Kuzari, 
the  Shefa  Ruach  Eloki,  the  abundance  of 
Divine  Spirit.  As  such,  divisions  and  schisms 
cannot  be  tolerated,  for  they  are  anti-Halachic. 

The  non-frum  world  at  times  perceives  the 
members  of  the  religious  community  as  radical 
fundamentalists  out  of  touch  with  the  reality  of 
a crass,  cruel  world.  Our  ways  are  deemed  to 
be  extreme,  unnecessary,  burdensome.  Those 
who  demand  tolerance  from  the  frum  are  hard 
pressed  to  show  it  in  return.  That,  too,  is  arro- 
gance. 

Our  community  schools  and  institutions 
must  take  the  lead  in  demonstrating  to  the 
Jewish  population  at  large  through  their  cur- 
ricula and  programs  that  indeed  all  Jews  can 
benefit  from  educational  ventures,  formal  and 
informal,  that  bring  us  together.  For  example, 
the  Mitzvot  regarding  interpersonal  relations 
as  demonstrated  by  rabbinic  interpretation 
with  the  emphasis  on  universality  should  be 
taught  and  promoted. 

If  we  do  not  emphasize  the  Torah  message  of 
universality  as  it  applies  to  interpersonal  rela- 
tions, if  we  do  not  learn  to  tolerate  the  views  of 
others,  then  the  lessons  of  the  destruction  of 
the  Second  Tbmple  will  be  lost  to  us.  We  have 
been  repeating  history  too  often,  and  it  is  past 
time  for  us  to  truly  usher  in  the  Messianic  peri- 
od, where  not  only  will  the  proverbial  lion  lie 
down  with  the  lamb,  but  where  all  Jews  can 
live  together  in  harmony  and  respect. 


There  has  been  progress  by  the  Pledge 
Redemption  Committee  chaired  by  Sunny 
Tavel  but  more  needs  to  be  done.  In  an 
effort  to  strengthen  the  campaign,  Susan- 
nah Dalfen,  and  her  Evaluation  Commit- 
tee have  been  assessing  the  operation  of 
UJA  and  will  be  making  recommendations 
on  ways  to  strengthen  future  campaigns. 

We,  as  a community,  continue  to  strug- 
gle each  year  to  raise  enough  money  from 
our  annual  UJA  Campaign  to  meet  the 
needs  of  our  local  beneficiary  agencies. 
Our  ability  to  continue  to  provide  this 
necessary  support  is  eroded  by  declining 
UJA  campaigns.  Moreover,  actual  and 
projected  provincial  government  funding 
cuts  mean  that  our  community  may  well 
be  required  to  make  up  significant  short- 
falls in  beneficiary  agency  revenues.  Most 
importantly,  we  must  remember  that  it  is 
one  thing  to  fundraise  the  capital  costs  to 
build  the  new  facilities  that  our  commu- 
nity needs;  but  there  is  an  equal  impera- 
tive to  raise  the  necessary  funds  in  our 
annual  UJA  Campaign  to  operate  these 
new  facilities. 

Friends,  I want  to  challenge  each  of 
you,  to  prove  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Commu- 
nity is  different,  special,  unique;  to  buck 
the  trend  of  declining  UJA  Campaigns;  to 
overcome  the  local  and  personal  economic 
difficulties;  to  say  I care;  and  to  commit 
yourself  proudly  and  generously  to  both 
the  Capital  Campaign  and  this  year’s 
UJA  campaign  to  be  led  by  Herb  Nadolny. 

We  are  living  through  historic  and 
exciting  times  for  the  Jewish  Community 
of  Ottawa.  As  Theodore  Herzl  said  in  the 
context  of  the  dream  of  creating  the  state 
of  Israel  “Im  tirtzu,  ein  zu  Agadah"  - if 
you  will  it,  it  is  no  dream. 

If  we  remain  committed  to  our  vision 
of  a better,  more  unified  community,  if  we 
take  up  the  challenge,  we  too  can  accom- 
plish our  goal  of  improved  services  and 
facilities  for  this  and  future  generations 
of  Ottawa  Jews.  I urge  you  to  join  me  in 
realizing  our  dreams  and  making  them  a 
reality.

The  experience 
of  a recent  widow 

By  Lana  Coviensky-Fodor 

When  my  husband  died  a few  months  ago,  I 
felt  a total  sense  of  loss.  The  intense  grief  and 
loneliness  I experienced  could  not  be  communi- 
cated to  someone  who  had  not  gone  through  a 
similar  ordeal.  I therefore  sought  a Jewish  sup- 
port group  in  our  area,  but  to  my  dismay  found 
that  none  existed  in  the  synagogues  or  the  JCC. 
However,  Beverly  Grostem  of  Jewish  Family 
Services  suggested  that  I contact  the  Widowed 
Support  Group  of  Ottawa-  Carieton,  and  I took 
part  in  a small  discussion  group  which  included 
eight  women  and  four  men. 

The  two  group  leaders  encouraged  us  to  share 
honest  feelings  and  helped  us  to  recognize  our 
new  status  in  society  (without  our  mate)  and  to 
realize  that  there  are  still  many  opportunities 
for  a creative  life. 

On  the  whole  the  experience  was  positive,  but 
there  was  something  lacking  for  me  as  I was  the 
only  Jewish  person  in  that  group.  Some  of  my 
cultural  background  is  vastly  different  from  the 
others  in  this  group,  and  I felt  that  the  bonding 
which  usually  occurs  in  groups  of  that  nature 
did  not  develop  for  me. 

Are  there  no  Jewish  widow(er)s  in  the  Ottawa 
community  who  would  like  to  discuss  their  fears 
and  feelings,  and  who  do  not  want  to  escape  into 
loneliness,  but  instead  want  to  manage  their 
grief  and  readjust  their  lives  accordingly? 

Jewish  Family  Services  is  ready  to  start  a

It  is  important  for  Jewish  parents  to  participate  on  School 
Councils  being  established  in  every  public  school,  so  that  issues 
and  concerns  facing  Jewish  students  will  be  addressed  by  school 
officials. 

School  Councils  have  been  mandated  by  the  government  of 
Ontario  so  that  parents,  staff,  students  and  community  represen- 
tatives can  advise  the  principal  and  school  boards  on  a wide  range 
of  issues.  The  council  can  provide  advice  and  influence  decisions 
concerning  student  code  of  behavior,  curriculum,  testing,  budgets, 
selection  of  school  principals,  school  policies  and  antiracism  and 
ethnocultural  equity  issues.  Jewish  parents  can  ensure  that  board 
policies  regarding  Jewish  holy  days  are  respected  and  that  school 
celebrations  and  curriculum  content  reflect  the  cultural  and  reli- 
gious diversity  of  the  student  population. 

All  schools  are  now  holding  elections  to  establish  their  councils. 
Parents  should  contact  their  school  and  attend  meetings  in  order 
to  get  involved.

JSU-Hillel:  creating  a Jewish  renaissance 

Dear  Editor, 

1 recently  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  Hillel  Internation- 
al Lay  Leadership  Conference  in  Washington,  DC. 

The  theme  of  the  conference  was  “ Creating  a Jewish  Renais- 
sance on  Campus",  which  is  tke  new  paradigm  that  the  Hillel 
movement  has  adopted.  It  is  truly  heartening  to  see  how  Jewish 
life  on  our  college  campuses  is  being  rejuvenated.  The  rebuilding 
of  Hillel  is  being  led  by  the  dynamic  international  director, 
Richard  Jowl  and  has  the  philanthropic  support  of  such  notable 
people  as  Edgar  Bronfman  and  Steven  Spielberg. 

It  was  personally  gratifying  to  see  how  the  American  Jewish 
community  has  realized  how  crucial  it  is  to  create  a positive  Jew- 
ish experience  on  our  campuses.  Unfortunately,  1 believe  we  in 
Canada  are  lagging  behind  in  coming  to  this  realization. 

It  is  between  the  ages  of  18  and  26  that  so  much  of  our  identity 
and  our  opinions  are  being  formed.  Experiences  at  this  pivotal 
time  of  life  could  possibly  determine  whether  an  individual  choos- 
es to  affirm  his  or  her  Jewish  identity  or  become  marginalized  or 
assimilated.  The  university  years  provide  the  last  chance  for  our 
community  to  reach  members  of  this  age  group  before  they  go  into 
the  "real  world". 

In  this  age  group  we  see  many  cases  of  students  with  little  or  no 
Jewish  background  or  education  searching  for  a way  to  learn 
about  and  express  their  Jewishness.  Sometimes  it's  for  spiritual 
reasons,  other  times  it's  a desire  to  connect  with  one’s  roots.  A vital 
and  active  JSU-Hillel  serves  as  an  excellent  resource  for  such  stu- 
dents by  creating  meaningful  Jewish  experiences  that  will  instil 
pride  in  their  heritage  and  faith. 

We  must  recognize  that  the  present  student  leaders  of  JSU-Hil- 
lel are  the  future  leaders  of  our  community.  Our  Jewish  organiza- 
tions should  do  more  to  include  these  energetic  and  committed 
young  men  and  women.  If  our  children  are  our  future,  then  uni- 
versity students  are  our  near  future. 

Here  in  Ottawa  we  have  accomplished  much  but  much  more 
can  be  done.

Vera  Frenkel,  . . . from  the  Transit  Bar 


Special  exhibition  at  the 
National  Gallery  of  Canada, 
until  September  2,  1996 

I was  sitting  in  a bar  with  friends 
enjoying  a thirst-quenching  drink  on  a 
hot  summer  day.  Other  patrons  were 
conversing  around  tables  and  a middle- 
aged  man  was  speaking  to  the  bar- 
tender. The  lights  were  dimmed,  the 
piano  was  playing,  raincoats  were  hang- 
ing on  hooks  on  the  wall,  newspapers 
were  scattered  about  the  room  and  voic- 
es could  be  heard  from  the  six  TV  mon- 
itors also  placed  around  the  room.  The 
atmosphere  was  comfortable,  we  were 
relaxed  and  feeling  pleased  with  our- 
selves for  having  found  a new  bar  in 
Canada. 

Our  conversation  soon  turned  to  the 
fact  that  we  had  walked  through  the 
National  Gallery  to  arrive  at  this  bar, 
and  that  not  only  were  we  looking  at 
art,  but  we  were  transients  participat- 
ing in  the  somewhat  theatrical  perfor- 
mance of  an  installation  by  the  Czecho- 
slovakian born,  Canadian  artist  Vera 
Frenkel. 

On  closer  inspection,  we  noticed 
ambiguities  were  deliberately  presented 
to  the  participant/viewer.  The  paint  on 
the  walls  was  left  incomplete,  the  palm 
trees  were  two-dimensional  and  the 
video  screens  were  not  playing  current 
programs  but  were  short  clips  of  inter- 
views with  people  from  all  over  the 
world.  The  responses  of  these  people  of 
different  nationalities  were  dubbed  into 


Polish  and  Yiddish,  with  sub-titles  in 
German,  French  and  English.  The  con- 
tent was  disjointed,  sentences  were 
incomplete  as  well  as  having  little 
meaning. 

Questions  now  pervaded  our  initial 
casual  conversation.  The  bartender  was 
summoned  for  he  was  not  only  there  to 
serve  drinks  and  talk  to  the  customers 
but  also  to  answer  questions  about  the 
artist’s  intention  - another  dichotomy  of 
this  setting. 

Frenkel  is  concerned  by  what  is  real 
and  what  is  fictional,  he  explained.  For 
example,  a real  customer  speaking  to  a 
real  bartender  will  often  fabricate  or 
embellish  stories  seeking  a sympathetic 
ear.  The  installation  itself  is  filled  with 
imagination  as  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  we  were  sitting  in 
the  gallery,  pretending 
we  were  in  a bar. 

The  videos  address 
problems  of  displace- 
ment which  are  what 
inspired  the  first  Tran- 
sit Bar  installation  at 
Documenta  IX  in  Kas- 
sel, Germany  in  1992. 

The  artist  knew  the 
hostility  felt  towards 
immigrants  and  was 
determined  to  make  a 
work  reflecting  this 
subject.  Why  were  they 
uprooted,  she  asked? 

How  did  they  deal  with 
their  loss,  their  grief, 


their  new  culture,  their  new  language? 

In  addition,  Frenkel  questions  the 
relationship  between  art  and  life.  The 
Transit  Bar  of  1992  gave  rise  to  a pro- 
ject at  the  Offenes  Kulturhaus  in  Linz, 
Austria,  1994,  called  Body  Missing,  part 
of  which  can  be  seen  before  you  enter 
the  Ottawa  Transit  Bar.  Linz  was  Adolf 
Hitler's  boyhood  town  and  Frenkel 
recalled  his  stealing  thousands  of  art 
treasures  from  all  over  Europe  and  stor- 
ing them  secretly  in  the  salt  mines, 
nearby  at  Alt  Aussee,  for  a vast  muse- 
um. The  Allies  uncovered  this  site  after 
the  war  only  to  find  hundreds  of  the 
works  gone. 

The  videos  in  the  Transit  Bar  in  Linz 
informed  the  viewer  that  regulars  to  the 
bar  were  developing  a plan  to  reconstruct 


some  of  the  lost  masterpieces.  In  fact,  this 
imaginative  installation  with  its  fictional 
narratives  resulted  in  real  artists  from 
several  countries  recreating  these  works.

We  entered  . . . from  the  Transit  Bar 
in  Ottawa  with  the  idea  of  quenching  our 
thirst.  We  left  with  food  for  thought. 
Individual  and  collective  memory,  social 
anonymity,  mediatized  people,  two  minor 
languages  dominated  by  three  imperial- 
ist languages,  stories  of  exile  and  inade- 
quate adjustment  to  an  alien  environ- 
ment, authenticity  versus  deceit,  and  life 
(the  bar)  versus  art  (the  video)  are  some 
of  the  issues  explored  in  the  accompany- 
ing catalogue.

While  visiting  the  nation’s  capital  on  a 
weekend  break  from  her  studies  at  teachers’ 
college,  Montrealer  Lillian  Hershenfeld  met 
Ottawan  Mark  Zunder  and  that  was  ‘it.’  For 
the  past  37  years  the  attractive  blonde  has 
called  Ottawa  home.

In  a land  that  is  utterly  dry  for  most  of  the  year,  the  freak- 
ish weather  that  ravaged  Israel  in  the  winter  of  1991-  92 
should  have  been  a blessing.  Between  November  and  March 
the  country  endured  huge  quantities  of  rainfall,  extremely 
strong  winds,  unusually  low  temperatures  and  several  snow 
storms.  But  lack  of  adequate  regional  drainage  systems  and 
water  storage  facilities  made  the  unusual  weather  a mixed 
blessing. 

Much  of  the  water  rushed  wastefully  to  the  sea,  destroying 
everything  in  its  path.  Valuable  soil  was  washed  away.  Flood- 
waters  wreaked  havoc  on  farms,  road  infrastructure  and  popu- 
lation centres.  The  damage  to  the  country’s  drainage  infra- 
structure alone  was  estimated  at  $30  million. 

Thanks  to  JNF,  river  banks  and  drainage  channels  through- 
out the  country  were  reinforced  and  cleared  of  debris  and  their 
capacity  increased  to  help  prevent  a recurrence  of  major  flood 
damage.

Hauntingly  different  books  with  lingering  impact 


Editors’ choices  about  which  manuscripts  they  pub- 
lish are  subjective.  So  are  mine  about  the  books  I 
choose  to  review.  But  every  now  and  then  manuscripts 
and  books  come  along  that  are  so  different,  fresh  and 
vital  they  can’t  be  ignored. 

That  is  the  case  for  the  following  two  books.  Both 
use  the  word  “shadow”  in  their  titles.  Think  of  “shad- 
ow" as  meaning  a faint,  reflected  image  that  has  a lin- 
gering impact. 

The  Shadow  of  a Flying  Bird 

Retold  and  illustrated  by  Mordicai  Gerstein 

Hyperion  Books  for  Children  1994 

Unpaged.  Ages  6 and  up. 

The  Shadow  of  a Flying  Bird  is  based  on  a story 
from  the  Midrash  that  became  part  of  the  folklore  of 
the  Jews  of  Kurdistan.  A story  about  the  death  of 
Moses  doesn’t  sound  like  picture  book  material.  But  in 
Gerstein’s  talented  hands  it  becomes  a powerful  yet 
gentle  and  loving  lesson  that,  in  time,  everything  and 
everyone  dies. 

Choose  life  is  a major  injunction  in  Judaism.  At  age 
120  Moses  continues  to  choose  life.  God,  however, 
knows  it  is  time  for  Moses  to  die.  “A  man  or  woman’s 
life  is  like  the  shadow  of  a flying  bird.  Even  if  you  lived 
a thousand  years,  at  the  end  it  would  seem  but  one 
day.” 

In  the  tradition  of  Abraham,  an  argument  ensues 
between  Moses  and  God.  Moses  prays  for  life.  God 
locks  the  doors  and  windows  of  heaven  to  keep  out  his 
prayers.  Moses  asks  nature  to  intervene.  But  even  the 
mountains  and  the  sun  confirm  that  in  the  fullness  of 
time  they  too  will  die.  Finally  Moses  accepts  the 
inevitable. 

But  who  will  take  his  soul?  God  approaches  various 
angels,  offering  them  the  honor.  Gabriel,  Michael  and 
Zagzagle  decline.  Sammael,  the  angel  of  death,  tries. 
He’s  no  match  for  a praying,  fighting  Moses.  Finally 
God,  with  a kiss,  takes  Moses’s  soul  and  leads  the 
mourning  at  his  death. 


Author/illustrator  Mordicai  Gerstein  has  creat- 
ed a superb  blend  of  haunting,  lyrical  text  and 
exquisite  pictures.  Together  they  capture  the 
ephemeral  nature  of  a hotly  contested,  loving  bat- 
tle between  man  and  God. 

The  hand  of  God,  the  wonders  of  creation,  shim- 
mering angels,  goodness,  greed  and  evil,  a mourn- 
ful God  - all  are  depicted  forcefully  and  in  brilliant 
color.  Keeping  with  the  commandment  against 
making  images  of  God,  Gerstein  creates  optical 
illusions,  illustrations  in  which  figure  and  ground 
can  be  reversed  so  that  different  forms,  including 
phantom  views  of  man-in-the-image-of  God,  can  be 
seen.  Truly  a book  to  treasure. 

The  Shadow  Children 

By  Steven  Schnur 

Illustrated  by  Herbert  Tauss 

Morrow  Junior  Books  1994 

88  pages  Ages  8-12. 

The  Shadow  Children  is  a Holocaust  story  with 
a passionate  fresh  voice.  Even  though  its  story- 
telling style  and  language  are  simple  and  it  is  pre- 
sented as  a short  early  chapter  book  it  should  not 
be  mistaken  for  an  easy  reader. 

Emotionally  the  book  has  Gothic  qualities,  eerie 
spooky  tensions  and  frightening  ambiguities. 
Essentially  it’s  a marvellous  “restless  dead"  ghost 
story,  thoroughly  engaging  and  full  of  suspense. 
Guilt,  shame  and  silence  are  its  secret  ingredients. 

Guilt  that  the  people  of  Mont  Brulant  in  France 
accepted  the  final  Nazi  roundup  of  Jewish  children 
who  had  come  to  them  for  refuge.  Silence  born  of 
shame  as  an  unspoken  pact  among  the  villagers 
that  what  happened  so  long  ago  would  never  be 
revealed. 

It  all  reaches  a boiling  point  when  11-year-old  Eti- 
enne comes  to  spend  the  summer  holidays  with  his 
grandfather.  Grand-pere  is  a farmer  and  bookbinder. 
This  is  the  first  summer  the  two  of  them  are  by  them- 
selves. It  is  also  the  first  summer  Etienne  wonders 
why  there  are  no  children  in  Mont  Brulant.  Or  are 
there? 

Etienne  is  sure  he  saw  a group  of  children  begging 
by  the  side  of  the  road  as  he  and  Grand-pere 
drove  to  the  farm  from  the  railroad  station. 
Grand-pere  says  he  didn’t  see  anyone. 

As  the  summer  proceeds  Etienne 


explores  the  neighboring  woods.  Time  and  again  he 
hears  children’s  voices  and  has  several  strange 
encounters.  Grand-pere  insists  Etienne  is  imagining 
things.  It  is  only  when  Etienne  returns  from  the  woods 
with  burn  marks  un  his  arm  that  Grand-pere  finally 
breaks  his  silence. 

Etienne  accepts  the  burden  of  remembrance  the 
restless  dead  children  bequeathed  to  him.  Perhaps  he 
accepts  the  mantle  of  Judaism  as  well. 

A truly  superior,  hauntingly  different  addition  to 
Holocaust  Kid  Lit!

This  past  year  has  seen  a huge  trans- 
formation in  the  way  the  JCC  views  itself.

Where,  we  have  arrived  at  is  the 
words  that  you  see  below  on  this  page 
representing  our  "Vision  Statement"  and

of  directors  last  November. 

Where  we  see  ourselves  going  is  to 
direct  all  of  our  energies  and  resources 
into  programs,  facilities  and  services 
which  support  these  words.' 

Many  of  you  will  read  the  words  and 
question  whether  or  not  the  JCC  should 
really  be  looking  at  itself  in  this  fashion. 
What  do  Jewish  tradition,  culture  and 
Israel  have  to  do  with  the  JCC? 

Shouldn't  the  JCC  just  be  a place  to 
play  basketball,  take  a course  or  send 
one's  children  to  for  summer  camp?  Isn't 
there  too  much  emphasis  in  these  words 
on  the  Jewish  aspect?  Should  we  not 
leave  it  to  our  synagogues  and  schools  to 
deal  with  all  that?  The  answer  to  the  last 
three  questions  is  a resounding  "no"! 

Perhaps  the  most  often-heard  concern 
in  North  American  Jewish  circles  these 
past  few  years  is  the  potential  loss  of  Jew- 
ish c ontinuity.  In  order  to  counteract  that 
concern,  our  agencies  and  religious  insti- 
tutions must  work  creatively  together  in 
partnership.

Today,  there  c an  be  no  such  thing  as  too

We  can  and  will  do  it  in  a way  that 
does  not  threaten  or  impose  values  upon 
any  member  of  our  community.  Ulti- 
mately. we  will  succeed  by  encouraging 
every  Jew,  whatever  his  or  her  level  of 
observance  or  commitment,  to  feel  good 
about  his  Jewish  identity  in  his  own  way. 

The  JCC  will  once  again  lake  its  right- 
ful place  as  a pillar  of  our  community.  It 
must  lead  by  example.  It  has  (he  ability, 
through  its  programs,  facilities  and  ser- 
vices, to  attract  Jews  in  large  numbers  in 
a way  no  other  Jewish  institution  can.

Imagining  our  new  JCC  - the  centre  of  Jewish  life  in  Ottawa

Whal  is  a Jewish  Community  Centre  anti  what  will  it 
mean  to  the  Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa?  Whal  will  our 
building  be  like  and  how  will  it  add  to  the  Jewish  life  of 
our  city? 

Imagine  walking  into  a brand  new  JCC  on  the  Jewish 
Community  Campus  and  feeling  as  if  you  have  entered  a 
Jewish  "neighbourhood".  All  of  your  senses  will  be  struck 
by  Yiddishkiet:  the  music  playing  in  the  background  will 
lie  Jewish  music;  delicious  smells  will  be  coming  from  the 
-snack  bar;  the  pictures  and  hangings  will  tell  you  that  you 
are  in  a Jewish  area  and  will  describe  the  culture  and  his- 
tory of  our  people. 

In  the  hall  you  will  see  a Jewish  Traditions  on  Wheels 
carl,  from  which  you  will  learn  about  and  receive  items 
about  Snabbat  or  the  approaching  holiday.  There  will  be 
an  area  where  people  congregate  to  schmooze  and  a 
place  for  little  children  to  play  And  how  about  a TV  mon- 
itor which  will  tell  you  what  is  going  on  all  over  the  Jew- 
ish Community  - not  just  at  the  JCC  - so  you  can  keep  up 
with  everything.  The  atmosphere  will  be  one  of  haimeshe 
chaos  - where  everyone  is  welcome  and  lots  is  going  on. 
Most  of  all,  you  will  feel  as  if  this  place  belongs  to  you. 
You  are  home  in  your  Jewish  neighbourhood! 

Welcome  to  the  lobby  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Commu- 
nity Centre.  This,  however,  is  only  the  beginning.  The 
vision  we  have  is  of  an  organic  functional  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  that  is  truly  the  centre  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity. Beyond  the  lobby  there  are  classrooms  for  learn- 
ing everything  from  Hebrew  to  Jewish  art,  music,  dance 
and  literature.  There  will  be  an  art  studio  where  teachers 


can  instruct  in  all  types  of  creative  mediums  from  paint- 
ing to  weaving  to  sculpture. 

And  let  us  slop  and  consider  the  lessons  that  can  be 
taught,  for  example,  in  the  weaving  area.  To  weave  a tal- 
lil  is  a remarkable  achievement  for  a Jewish  person.  A lal- 
lil  is  a gift  which  is  cherished  by  the  recipient  and,  if  the 
creator  happens  to  lie  your  mom  or  your  bubby  or  even 
your  zayde,  its  impact  will  be  greater  than  can  be  imag- 
ined. To  learn  to  weave  and  to  learn  to  lie  Izizit  is  some- 
thing that  will  benefit  the  giver  as  well  as  the  individual 
who  puls  that  lallil  on  each  Shabbat  morning.  Whal  a 
reminder  of  the  613  laws  we  learn  about  in  Torah! 

And,  of  course  there  will  be  the  Physical  Education 
Department  - a pool  in  which  children  can  learn  how  to 
swim,  exercise  and  health  classes  for  adults  and  seniors 
and  a social  place  for  Jewish  families.  A Fitness  Centre 
that  is  state-of-the-art  will  provide  us  with  an  opportunity 
to  exercise  our  bodies  in  the  same  building  that  we  also 
exercise  our  minds.  A gym  will  give  our  children  a venue 
in  which  to  learn  to  play  together  as  teams  and  grow 
together  as  community  members.  It  will  be  a place  where 
our  adults  can  throw  off  the  cares  of  their  work  day  and 
enter  into  some  physical  activity  that  is  so  essential  to  a 
full  life. 

Although  recreational  areas  do  not  necessarily  relate  to 
Jewish  Education  they  can  be  places  to  teach  the  values 
of  honesty,  fairness,  teamwork  and  self-respect  which 
Judaism  instructs  us  to  live  by. 

Imagine  a social  hall  where  we  can  offer  lunches 
everyday  for  our  senior  adults  and  provide  them  with  a 
myriad  of  programs  that  will  enhance  their  life  and  well- 
being; or  rooms  where  they  can  "hang  out"  and  play 


cards  and  watch  videos  and  just  feel  at  home.  And  imag- 
ine a building  where  we  can  have  major  events  such  as 
Yom  Ha'Atzmaul,  Book  Fairs,  lectures,  Shabbat  dinners, 
and  special  celebrations. 

Imagine  a drama  program  that  can  use  our  own  build- 
ing to  present  plays  and  shows. And  imagine  a teen  lounge 
that  belongs  to  our  teenagers,  encouraging  them  to 
"hang"  at  the  Centre  rather  than  the  mall.  And  . . . and 

. . . and  . . . 

We  could  go  on  and  on.  What  we  are  imaging  and 
planning  is  not  merely  a building.  It's  a vibrant,  alive 
place  which  will  provide  our  community  with  what  it 
does  not  now  have,  a Jewish  home  away  from  home. 

In  the  past  few  weeks,  as  we  have  visited  JCCs  and 
talked  with  a dozen  other  communities,  we  have  been 
able  to  put  together  a true  vision  of  what  we  hope  our 
Centre  will  become.  We  see  it  as  a JEWISH  building  with 
a specific  goal  - to  promote  Jewish  life  in  Ottawa  by  pro- 
viding a stimulating  and  exhilarating  neighbourhood  for 
everyone  to  experience  as  they  open  the  doors  of  the  JCC. 
We  want  all  the^ senses  to  be  "attacked"  as  one  enters  our 
building  - we  want  to  make  it  possible  to  "feel"  our  JCC, 
not  just  see  it. 

It  lakes  commitment  to  pul  the  "J"  back  in  the  JCC  and 
to  ensure  that  our  Centre  is  truly  at  the  hub  of  Jewish  life 
in  the  community.  By  building  a facility  that  will  provide 
us  with  the  type  of  space  and  activity  areas  that  we  need, 
we  can  provide  our  community  with  a Judaic,  recreation- 
al and  social  institution  that  will  be  top  notch  and  state- 
of-the-art.  Our  vision  is  also  to  create  a welcoming  and 
warm  environment  which  everyone  in  our  community 
will  want  to  be  part  of. 


The  New  Jewish 
Neighbourhood 


(Excerpted  from  lewish  Education  in  JCCs 
by  Steven  M.  Cohen  and  Barry  W.  Holtz) 
Jewish  Community  Centres  are  seen  as  surrogate 
Jewish  neighbourhoods.  Especially  in  suburbia, 
where  a centralized  physical  neighbourhood  is 
hard  to  define,  the  JCC  can  act  as  a replacement  for 
the  "main  street"  that  no  longer  exists.  In  that 
sense,  the  Centre  becomes  a positive  alternative  to 
the  shopping  mall,  the  suburban  pseudo-neigh- 
bourhood that  social  scientists  have  been  exploring 
in  recent  years. 

The  Centre  offers  a contrast  to  the  pure  con- 
sumerism of  the  mall  by  having  its  own  attractive, 
air-conditioned  indoor  space  - with  a food  conces- 
sion (kosher  in  this  case!),  healthy  activities,  and 
opportunities  for  social  and  intellectual  interaction  in 
a safe  environment. 


A Setting  for  jewish  Education 

The  Centre  entices  people  into  a setting  in  which 
Jewish  cultural  and  educational  activities  can  take 
place.  Some  of  those  activites  may  be  whal  educa- 
tional philosophers  would  call  "accidental"  learn- 
ing, such  as  seeing  the  lobby  displays  and  signs  on 
the  wall  as  one  heads  toward  the  health  club.  But 
accidental  learning  may  lead  toward  something 
more  deliberate  as  well. 

JCCs  have  built  their  education  around  a particu- 
lar focus  - introductory  Judaism.  At  the  same  time, 
educationally  effective  Centres  strive  to  balance  their 
emphasis  on  introductory  Judaism  with  offerings  that 
appeal  to  the  leaned  and  committed.  . . By  their 

commitment  and  knowledge,  such  participants  legit- 
imate ongoing  study  for  staff  and  other  members 
alike.

Liliane  McKennirey  began 
her  weaving  career  in  1979 
under  the  guidance  of  Edna 
Blackburn,  a recognized  expert 
in  the  field.  In  addition,  she  has 
completed  her  journeyman 
training  through  the  Boston 
Weavers'  Guild.  She  has  spent 
the  last  seventeen  years  perfect- 
ing her  skills  as  well  as  experi- 
menting and  developing  new 


techniques. 

Liliane  has  participated  in  the 
major  Ontario  craft  shows.  In 
April  of  1995,  she  participated 
in  Germany's  International  Fur 
and  Leather  Show  held  in  Frank- 
furt. 

As  part  of  Liliane's  need  to 
share  her  knowledge,  she  has 
been  giving  workshops  to 
weavers'  guilds  and  at  provincial 
conferences.  She  has  taken 
apprentices  into  her  workshop 
for  varying  lengths  of  time  and 
inspired  others  to  eventually 
learn  the  craft  of  weaving 

Learning  to  weave  a Tallit  is 
Liliane's  latest  professional  chal- 


lenge and  she  has  tackled  it 
wholeheartedly.  Her  enthusiasm 
for  this  project  is  contagious  and 
her  patience  with  beginners  will 
make  everyone  feel  comfortable. 

Liliane  estimates  that  it  will 
take  approximately  twelve  hours 
to  complete  a Tallit  - even  for  a 
beginner  - and  this  will  consist 
of  four  three-hour  sessions.  She 
will  lie  setting  up  the  program 
and  the  weaving  room  during 
the  summer  and  will  begin 
lessons  this  summer.

As  we  are  ail  watching  our  diets,  we  constantly  look  for 
recipes  that  are  low  in  fat,  but  still  piease  the  palate. 
That’s  not  to  say  that  we  don't  indulge  once  in  a while  for 
special  occasions,  but  for  every  day,  when  we’re  looking  for 
something  to  satisfy  our  sweet  tooth,  these  will  certainly 
fit  the  bill. 

No  Fat  Chocolate  Cake 

1/3  cup  plus  1 tbsp  unsweetened  cocoa  powder, 
plus  more  for  dusting  pan 
1 cup  flour 
1 tsp  baking  powder 
1 tsp  baking  soda 
S egg  whites,  room  temperature 
1 1/3  cup  firmly  packed  dark  brown  sugar 
1 cup  non  fat  plain  yogurt 
1 tsp  vanilla 
Topping  (recipe  follows) 

Preheat  oven  to  350°.  Assemble  a 10”  springform  pan. 
Spray  bottom  and  sides  with  non-stick  cooking  spray. 
Dust  pan  with  cocoa  powder  and  tap  out  any  excess.  In  a 
medium  bowl,  sift  together  the  cocoa  powder,  flour,  baking 
powder  and  baking  soda.  Set  aside.  In  bowl  of  electric 
mixer,  beat  the  egg  whites,  brown  sugar,  yogurt  and  vanil- 
la until  blended,  about  2 minutes  on  medium  speed.  Mix 
in  dry  ingredients  by  hand  or  on  lowest  speed  of  mixer 


Low  fat  — 

just  until  moistened.  Do  not  overbeat.  This  will  not  be  a 
smooth  batter.  Pour  into  prepared  pan  and  bake  about  35 
minutes,  or  until  a tester  inserted  in  the  centre  comes  out 
clean.  Cool  in  pan  on  wire  rack  for  15  minutes.  Loosen  sides 
with  sharp  knife  and  remove  side  of  springform.  Cool  com- 
pletely. 

Topping;  Combine  l tbsp  unsweetened  cocoa  powder  with 
1 tbsp  icing  sugar.  Spoon  into  a sifter  or  small  sieve  and 
dust  top  of  cake  before  serving.  Serves  10. 

Low  Fat  Carrot  Cake 

1 cup  unsweetened  apple  sauce 
3 cups  flour 

2 tsp  baking  powder 
1 tsp  baking  soda 
1 tsp  cinnamon 
1/2  tsp  ginger 
1/2  tsp  salt 
1 cup  brown  sugar 
1 cup  sugar 
6 egg  whites 

Peel  and  juice  of  1 orange 

(reserve  2 tbsp  juice  and  1 tsp  peel  for  glaze) 

3 cups  finely  grated  carrot 

1 cup  raisins 
Glaze 

2 cups  icing  sugar 
2 tbsp  orange  juice 
2 tbsp  apple  juice 

1 tsp  orange  peel 

In  a small  bowl,  combine  the  flour,  baking  powder,  bak- 
ing soda,  cinnamon,  ginger  and  salt.  Beat  apple  sauce,  sug- 
ars, egg  whites,  orange  peel  and  juice.  Blend  in  dry  ingre-

dients.  Mix  on  medium  speed  of  mixer  until  smooth.  Stir  in 
the  carrots  and  raisins.  Pour  into  Bundt  pan  (12-cup  size) 
that  has  been  sprayed  with  non-stick  spray  and  very  light- 
ly dusted  with  flour.  Bake  at  350°  for  1 hour  or  until  tester 
inserted  in  the  centre  comes  out  clean.  Cool  on  wire  rack  for 
15  minutes  and  invert  onto  rack  to  cool  completely.  Com- 
bine all  glaze  ingredients  on  low  speed  of  muter  until 
smooth.  Spoon  over  completely  cooled  cake.  Serves  up  to  16. 
Date  Bars 

1 cup  flour 

1/2  tsp  baking  powder 
1/2  tsp  baking  soda 
1/2  tsp  cinnamon 
1/2  tsp  salt 

Pinch  of  ground  nutmeg 
1 1/2  cups  pitted  dates,  about  1/2  lb 
2/3  cup  packed  dark  brown  sugar 

1 large  egg 

2 tbsp  vegetable  oil 

1 tsp  vanilla  extract 
1/4  cup  chopped  walnuts 

Spray  an  8"  square  pan  with  non-stick  spray.  In  a medi- 
um bowl,  stir  together  the  flour,  baking  powder,  baking 
soda,  cinnamon,  salt  and  nutmeg.  Set  aside.  Coarsely  chop 
1/4  cup  of  the  dates.  In  a processor,  combine  the  remaining 
dates  with  1/3  cup  water  and  process  until  smooth.  Add  the 
brown  sugar,  egg,  oil  and  vanilla.  Process  until  blended. 
Fold  the  date  mixture  into  the  dry  ingredients.  Fold  in  the 
chopped  dates  and  nuts  and  spread  evenly  in  pan.  Bake  for 
25  minutes  or  until  centre  springs  back  when  lightly 
pressed.  Cool  on  rack.  Cut  into  20  bars  Can  be  stored  for 

2 days  in  airtight  container,  or  frozen  for  1 month.

Art  Spiegelman’s  The  Complete  Maus: 

A Survivor’s  Tale  on  CD-ROM

When  the  first  volume  of  Maus  was  published  in 
1986  it  boggled  the  minds  of  critics  and  readers  alike. 
Jews  depicted  as  mice,  Nazis  as  cats  and  ordinary  Pol- 
ish pitizens  as  pigs.  Was  it  fiction  or  non-fiction?  For 
adujts  or  for  kids?  A serious  addition  to  Holocaust  lit- 
erature or  satire? 

When  the  dust  finally  settled,  Art  Spiegelman  and 
Maus  were  proud  recipients  of  a Pulitzer  Prize  for 
what  the  CD-ROM  package,  in  hindsight,  calls  a 
“graphic  novel”.  Spiegelman  himself  calls  it  “picture 
writing".  An  equally  brilliant  sequel,  Maus  II,  was 
published  in  1991. 

For  .those  unfamiliar  with  Maus,  it  can  best  be 
described  as  an  anthropomorphic  comic  book,  struc- 
tured like  a novel.  Its  storyline  shows  Art  Spiegelman 
being  told  about  his  father  Vladek’s  experiences  in 
Poland  before,  during  and  after  the  Holocaust.  Adding

Love  again?  Why  not? 

We  live  a part  of  our  lives  through  other  people  and  when  they 
die  much  of  our  feelings  go  with  the  loved  one.  It  is  appropriate 
to  retain  the  good  memories,  but  one  should  leave  room  for  anoth- 
er person  to  enter  one’s  life  and  give  new  meaning  to  the  word 
“love". 

The  Encyclopedia  of  Sociology  defines  romantic  love  as  “a  rela- 
tionship between  two  persons  based  on  personal  preference  and 
intense  social  psychological  identification  and  involvement”. 
Those  of  you  who  may  recall  my  column  of  almost  five  years  ago 
called  A Love  Story  know  how  I feel  about  romance.  And  I am  past 
“sixtysomething”  and  so  is  my  love. 

Be  aware  of  the  unpredictability  of  your  limited  time  on  earth 
and  go  forward  with  living  every  moment.  Because  we  are  living 
longer,  stereotypes  of  seniors  are  in  the  process  of  change.  It  is 
now  more  fashionable  to  be  part  of  the  “older”  generation  and  so 
is  getting  married  again.  The  incidence  of  second  and  third  mar- 
riages is  approaching  epic  proportion.  The  rushing  years  let  you 
know  you  are  growing  older,  but  you  don’t  feel  older  and  thus  rela- 
tionships in  the  later  years  happen  more  often  than  you  think. 

The  psychologist  Martin  B.  Brotshan  emphatically  states: 
“Qur  unconscious  mind  knows  nothing  of  old  age.  It  clings  to  the 
illusions  of  perpetual  youth.”  If  the  feeling  of  youth  continues  to 
be  experienced  at  an  older  age,  there  can  still  be  romantic  love. 
Some  years  ago,  I heard  a young,  100-year-old  woman  say  on  a 
Phil  Donahue  show:  “It’s  lonesome  alone  and  I would  like  to  love 
again.” 

Caring  deeply  and  being  cared  for  is  a feeling  much  appreciat- 
ed coming  especially  after  the  death  of  a spouse.  Afterall,  when 
one  is  used  to  sharing  life  with  another  person,  it  becomes  hard- 
er to  live  alone.  Love  is  not  necessarily  a once-in-a-lifetime  expe- 
rience and  relationships  in  later  years  can  be  emotionally  com- 
forting in  terms  of  love  and  companionship. 

Don’t  allow  anyone  to  accuse  you  of  being  too  old  when  you  are 
honest  enough  to  admit  you  have  romantic  feelings.  A meaning- 
ful meeting  of  eyes,  a pat,  a touch  of  hands,  makes  the  living 
worth  while  and  there  is  the  joy  without  the  responsibility  of 
bringing  up  children.  You  are  no  longer  striving  for  a career  or 
trying  to  be  the  perfect  parent.  It  is  now  just  the  two  of  you,  a 
relationship  where  each  devotes  an  equal  amount  of  time  to  the 
other. 

Can  you  love  again?  A definite  yes.  Presumably  you  have 
lea.rned  to  be  more  tolerant,  patient  and  understanding  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  in  the  later  years  of  your  life  you  cannot  be 
happy  with  someone  else.  Life  resumes  its  course  no  matter  what 
happens.  So  permit  yourself  the  feeling  that  you  may  still  have 
an  expectation  of  happiness  no  matter  what  your  age  may  be. 
After  all,  it’s  just  another  step  in  your  life. 

There  can  still  be  a meaningful  existence  after  the  death  of  a 
beloved  spouse.  A new  mate  can  enrich  your  life.  It  can  be  a time 
of  renewal.  It  is  entirely  up  to  you.  A devotion  returned,  a new 
road  taken,  a new  horizon  - the  future  can  be  a new  autumn,  for 
the  right  time  is  any  time  that  one  is  still  lucky  to  be  alive. 
Remarriage  can  be  that  silver  lining  within  the  dark  clouds  of 
grief. 

Of  course,  marrying  again  is  not  the  only  way  to  be  happy. 
Many  men  and  women  prefer  to  live  alone  and  that  is  right  for 
them.  Life  can  still  be  interesting,  with  new  hobbies,  creative 
pursuits,  travel  and  much  more. 

At  the  risk  of  sounding  banal,  I’ll  add  . “Take  life  as  if  you  were 
going  to  live  forever  and  at  the  same  time  live  it  as  if  you  were 
going  to  die  tomorrow." 


to  its  impact  is  a secondary  storyline  that  shows  the 
love-anger-guilt  relationship  between  father  and  son 
and  the  difficult  relationship  between  Vladek  and  his 
second  wife  who  was  also  a survivor. 

In  1994  Art  Spiegelman  renewed  and  revitalized 
Maus’s  innovative  thrust.  This  time  Maus  appeared  as 
a CD-ROM  produced  by  Voyager  for  Mac  OS  comput- 
ers. A Windows  version  came  out  in  1995. 

The  CD-ROM  includes  both  comic  book  volumes  of 
Maus,  hence  the  title  The  Complete  Maus,  plus  audio 
tapes,  home  movies,  family  photographs  and  hundreds 
of  early  sketches. 

The  audio  portions  consist  of  two  hours  of  the  orig- 
inal tape-recorded  interviews  between  Art  and  his 
father  and  Art’s  commentary  on  the  creative  process 
involved  in  developing,  drawing  and  writing  Maus  and 
on  its  reception  world  wide. 

Also  included  are  a map  of  the  concentration 
camps,  a Spiegelman  family  tree,  early  drafts,  work- 
ing transcripts  of  some  of  the  audio  tapes  and  a few 
other  related  miscellany. 

So  what  happens  to  the  print  volumes 
of  Maus ? Do  we  throw  them  out  or  do  we 
weigh  and  balance  their  advantages  and 
disadvantages  relative  to  Maus  on  CD- 
ROM?  As  a book  reviewer  who,  to  be  hon- 
est, is  not  fully  comfortable  With  comput- 
erization, I clearly  opt  for  the  latter 
course.  However  I do  admit  to  being  capti- 
vated and  amazed  by  the  bells  and  whis- 
tles that  only  CD-ROM  or  on-line  can 
offer. 

After  following  the  easy-to-use  setting 
up  instruction  for  Mac  OS  (that  is  to  say 
my  husband,  Saul,  found  them  easy  to 
use),  I began  to  explore  the  CD.  It  opens 
with  a German  1930s  swing  song  about 
Mickey  Mouse  and  a brief  presentation  of 
Spiegelman’s  sketches.  A good  stage  set- 
ting for  what  follows. 

The  Table  of  Content,  which  is  also  the 
main  click-on  menu,  is  well  presented  - 
big  print,  clear  and  reasonably  informa- 
tive. I started  with  the  text.  Each  page  of 
the  comic  book  is  shown  as  one  screen. 
Unfortunately  it  doesn’t  fit  the  screen. 


Instead  there  is  a constant  need  to  scroll  down,  page 
by  page. 

That  being  the  case,  it  didn’t  take  me  long  to  arrive 
at  three  conclusions.  One,  the  original  power  of  the 
print  books  comes  through  loud  and  clear.  Two,  the 
need  to  scroll  down  each  page,  though  convenient  to 
do,  was  an  unwelcome  interruption.  Three,  for  simply 
reading,  the  print  books  are  easy  winners. 

However,  an  icon  bar  on  the  side  of  each  page  pro- 
vides more  opportunities  for  clicking-on.  On  some 
pages  there’s  a face  with  a cigarette.  Click  on  that  face 
and  you  hear  Art  talking  about  his  depiction  of  this 
scene.  On  other  pages  the  bar  shows  an  old  rabbit-like 
face.  Click  it  to  hear  Vladek,  in  his  accented  broken 
English,  telling  that  specific  portion  of  his  story.  Click 
on  a paper  and  pencil  icon  for  earlier  sketches  of  that 
same  page. 

To  see  family  photographs,  contemporary  videos, 
snapshots  or  historic  drawings  of  the  region  being 
shown  in  the  comic,  click  on  an  old-fashioned  movie 
projector.  For  the  most  part,  these  are  not  the  greatest 
quality  pictures.  They  do,  however,  add  a sense  of 
poignancy  to  the  story. 

After  spot  checking  the  text  and  side  bar  icons  I 
delved  into  the  Appendix.  Its  outstanding  component 
is  titled  “Art  on  Art”.  A highly  intelligent,  introspective 
and  philosophical  Art  Spiegleman  talks  about  his 
attempt  to  understand  the  reality  of  the  Holocaust  as 
it  impacted  his  father’s  life,  and  his  own  process  of  cre- 
ativity. It  also  features  some  of  Art’s  earlier  cartoons 
and  drawings. 

How  to  rank  these  multimedia  add-ons?  In  my 
opinion  they  provide  a second,  powerful  layer  of 
authenticity  to  an  already  gripping  Holocaust  story. 
That  second  layer  quite  literally  speaks  to  the  heart 
and  mind  of  the  user. 

Polish  survivor  Vladek  Spiegelman  bears  witness 
one-on-one  with  the  user.  Art,  too,  bears  witness  one- 
on-one  with  the  user.  For  in  totality  the  CD-ROM, 
even  more  than  the  print  volumes,  is  both  a first  and 
second  generation’s  survivor  tale. 

I recommend  this  CD-ROM  to  mature  teens  and 
adults  as  a valuable  eye  and  ear  catching  supplement 
to  - definitely  not  a substitute  for  - the  print  volumes 
of  Maus.  I also  recommend  it  to  anyone  interested  in 
learning  about  the  creative  process-itself.

Turning  company  debt  into  cash  for  the  Foundation

Harry  was  discussing  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community  Foundation  (the 
Foundation)  with  his  brother-in-law, 
Morris,  who  also  expressed  an  interest 
in  making  a donation  for  the  benefit  of 
the  community.  Morris  is  an  entrepre- 
neurial type  who  runs  his  own  busi- 
ness. As  with  most  business-owners, 
especially  in  the  mid-90s,  cash-flow  is 
sometimes  a problem. 

A company  pays  tax  at  a much 
lower  rate  on  business  income  less 
than  $200,000.  On  the  advice  of  his 
accountant,  during  the  80s  when  busi- 
ness was  booming,  Morris  took  large 
bonuses  from  his  company  each  year  to 
reduce  the  company’s  income,  and  then 
loaned  the  money  back  to  the  company 
as  operating  funds.  As  a result,  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  Morris  is  owed 
$500,000,  but,  realistically,  the  funds 
are  not  available  to  pay  this  debt. 
There  is  a way  to  turn  this  debt  into 
cash,  benefit  the  Foundation,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  not  adversely  affect  the 
company.  The  steps  are  as  follows: 

• Morris  and  the  company  formalize 


the  loan  arrangement  by  executing  a 
proper  loan  document,  a debenture, 
which  provides  for  the  payment  of  a 
reasonable  rate  of  interest  on  the 
amount  of  the  debt  outstanding. 

• Morris  donates  the  debenture  to 
the  Foundation.  This  is  no  different 
than  if  Morris  held  a debenture  from 
Bell  Canada  and  donated  that. 
Because  the  loan  is  payable  on 
demand,  and  the  debt  bears  interest, 
the  Foundation  can  issue  a charitable 
receipt  for  the  full  face  amount  of  the 
debt.  Morris  can  claim  this  donation  in 
his  current  year’s  income  tax  return, 
generating  immediate  cash  in  the  form 
of  a greatly  reduced  tax  liability.  Since 
there  are  restrictions  as  to  the  amount 
of  a donation  which  may  be  claimed  in 
any  year,  Morris  and  the  company 
might,  instead,  prepare  a series  of 
debentures  in  smaller  principal 
amounts.  This  would  allow  Morris  to 
make  a series  of  donations  in  amounts 
that  would  never  be  in  excess  of  the 
amount  which  he  could  claim  for  tax 
purposes. 

• Although  the  Foundation  is  enti- 


tled to  demand  payment  of  the  debt  at 
any  time,  it  would  probably  not  do  so. 
The  Foundation  will  receive  interest 
income  on  the  debt  on  an  annual 
basis,  and  since  the  principal  would 
be  invested  in  any  event,  there  would 
be  no  need  to  demand  payment.  On  an 
annual  basis,  the  company  pays  inter- 
est to  the  Foundation,  and  deducts 
this  interest  from  its  operating 
income. 

• Morris  causes  the  company  to 
obtain  a life  insurance  policy  on  his 
life,  payable  to  the  company,  in  an 
amount  equal  to  the  principal  amount 
of  the  debenture. 

• On  Morris’  death,  the  insurance 
proceeds  can  be  used  in  one  of  two 
ways.  In  the  simple  case,  the  company 
uses  the  insurance  proceeds  to  redeem 
the  debenture,  eliminating  the  debt 
from  its  books,  and  paying  the  entire 
amount  (in  this  case  $500,000)  to  the 
Foundation.  As  an  alternative,  the 
insurance  can  be  paid  out  to  Morris’ 
family,  by  way  of  tax-free  dividends, 
and  it  could  use  the  money  to  purchase 
the  debenture  from  the  Foundation.  In 


this  scenario,  the  Foundation  still 
receives  its  money,  but  instead  of  the 
debt  being  taken  off  the  books  of  the 
company,  it  remains  outstanding, 
payable  to  Morris'  family.  The  family 
becomes  a large  secured  creditor  of  the 
company,  protecting  it  from  outside 
claims. 

The  benefits  of  this  arrangement 
are  many: 

• The  Foundation  gets  an  annual 
stream  of  income,  with  an  assurance  of 
a large  block  of  capital  down  the  road. 

• Morris  can  make  a large  contribu- 
tion to  the  community  without  having 
to  lay  out  any  cash.  In  fact,  because  of 
the  tax  credit,  he  will  receive  money. 

• With  the  relatively  low  cost  of 
insurance,  the  Foundation  is  guaran- 
teed to  receive  its  money  without  hav- 
ing to  hinder  the  company  or  the  fami- 
ly in  any  way. 

Although  it  may  sound  involved, 
there  is  nothing  complicated  in  the 
arrangement  discussed.  There  are, 
however,  some  serious  tax  and  legal 
issues,  which  should  be  explored  with 
one’s  professional  advisers.
